DR. R. J. M A R S H A L L T A L K S CON-

Declares That He W ants to See Saloon 
Men Fairly Treated — Com­ 
ment Aroused.

He says 
th at the saloon business is legitim ate 
and m ust be regarded as such, and 
for this reason he contends th at it 
would be unjust for those of the com­ 
m ittee to act in conjunction with the 
liquor dealers' representatives to at­ 
tem pt to enforce legislation that would 
grind down the saloon business. 
Fairness on both sides is an abso­ 
lute requisite,” said Dr. Marshall to­ 
day in discussing the m atter. “Liquor 
dealers who believe in law and order 
are willing to conduct their

are many of this class of men in the

i.ary officer in charge is expected to 
follow close on the fighting line and, 
together with a num ber of aids. to in­ 
spect properly wounded anim als and 
give instructions for their removal or 
slaughter, as the case may he. 
Tile 
veterinary surgeon is naturally expos­ 
ed to considerable danger, but if ins 
work is not carried out during the 
progress of hostilities in all probability 
it cannot be accomplished afterw ard, 
for, although tile royal arm y medical 
corps is allowed to proceed to tho res­ 
cue of the wounded men under the 
Red Cross, tile m em bers of the army 
veterinary departm ent are not permit 
ted to attend to the injured horses, be­ 
cause they are not under the protection 
of the Geneva convention, which makes 
no provision w hatsoever for wounded eruptions, eczema, old sores, 
animals. 
A t the conclusion of the battle, if it 
has been decisive and one or other of 
the com batant arm ies bas been driven 
from the field, a party of veterinary 
surgeons, with their assistants, is sent 
out to exam ine every anim al th a t lins 
fallen and to shoot such as are badly 
wounded. 
Those suffering from only 
slight injuries are collected and taken 
to the veterinary hospital lines, formed 
as fixed cam ps and established on a 
sim ilar basis to those of the royal ar­

that American progress, industrially, 
commercially, intellectually and mor 
ally has been more rapid than that of 
any other nation on the globe; it is a 
simple statement of facts.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


KUI gloves* will pot. mold if you pack 
them away carefully in a dry place. 
Tho apparance of a grate may be 
improved by rubbing it over with a 
piece of old velvet after it has boer 
polished in the usual way. 
Metal teapots should have a lump of 
sugar put inside them before they are 
put away, otherwise they are apt to re­ 
main damp and acquire a musty flavor.

It is not alw ays realized, how­ 
ever, th at all objects are continually 
radiating heat, so that, no m atter how 
much they may receive from tho sun, 
they are constantly trying to get rid 
of it. 
A fern leaf or a stone may perhaps 
receive generous supplies of heat dur­ 
ing the day, but as soon as night comes 
it hurries to spend or radiate it, and 
the object that is quickest at this work 
will soon become covered in hoarfrost. 
Every one has observed how' the mois­ 
ture from the air will settle on the out­ 
side of a glass of cold w ater brought 
suddenly into a warm room. 
A sim­ 
ilar process takes place in the open 
air, so that as the currents of moist air 
travel across surfaces th a t are very 
cold they pay tribute in drops of va 
por, which in warm w eather take the 
form of dew and in cold of hoarfrost. 
Moisture therefore plays a very impor­ 
tant part In the development of these 
hoarfrost pictures. But there must not 
be too milch of it. 
Some of the most 
delicate designs occur during tho prev­ 
alence of mist aud haze, and in towns 
especially it is no uncommon tiling for 
a choking brumous fog to be in some 
degree compensated for by a subse­ 
quent display of copious hoarfrost.—

He W’as born at Marzzbotta, near Bo­ 
logna, of an Italian father and an 
English mother in 1875 and displayed J 
a taste for scientific subjects in his , 
boyhood. 
The inventor is a singularly modest 
chap, with prominent nose, high fore- ;

His face frequently

at the famous University of Bologna, 
the oldest university in th e world, and 
it w as at this institution, under the 
tutelage of Professor A. Right, th a t he 
conceived and gave shape to his system 
of wireless telegraphy. He carried out 
many experiments on his family estate 
near Bologna before discovering the 
im portant fact th at electric waves gen­ 
erated by a sparking apparatus of the 
kind used by the lamented German 
physicist Heinrich H ertz would carry 
to a long distance and wore unaffected 
by intervening hills and natural ob­ 
stacles.

hie efforts. HW w elted night and day 
to improve hie Methods and increase 
hie records. B y' establishing communi­ 
cation between captive balloons and 
perfecting the experim ents w ith pole 
stations Marconi startled the English 
scientists. To test him a Dublin news­ 
paper engaged him to report the Kings­ 
ton yacht races. He was successful 
and soon afterw ard was at work in the 
English channel, the result of which 
was the establishm ent of wireless com­ 
munication between Dovqj aud Bou­ 
logne. 
While in England one of his notable 
achievements was keeping the Prince 
of Wales, who was on the royal yacht 
Osborne, In tench w ith Queen Vlcto 
ria’s household in her last illness. Mob 
sage after message was exchanged. 
Marconi finally won the great triumph 
of directing the English fleet in its ma 
neuvers, Bending messages more than 
eighty miles from one ship to a bother 
and 130 miles through two ship sta­ 
tions. 
English confidence was then 
thoroughly established and the system 
adopted by the British navy. 
The dream s of Marconi began to be 
realized when in March, 1899, he re- 
ceived official permission from the 
French authorities for an experiment 
between Dover and Calais. 
By this 
time bis success in sending wireless 
messages over long distances, In somc- 
Instances thirty-tw o miles, attracted 
the attention of Emperor William of 
Germany, who instructed experts to 
experim ent with the wireless system 
for the benefit of the German army 
and navy. It is said th at nearly every 
experim ent m ade was a success. 
Marconi finally decided to come here 
And show us his wonders. After dem­ 
onstrating the usefulness of the system 
and reporting the international yacht 
races be established a wireless station 
on Nantucket South Shoals lightship, 
forty-two miles offshore, and another 
a t Siasconset^ island of Nantucket. A 
aet of Instrum ents had been placed on 
the steam ship Lucania, bound for this 
port, ani. messages were exchanged 
which told the whereabouts of the Lu­ 
cania twelve hours earlier than would 
otherwise have been known. More am ­ 
bitious experiments followed, and Mar­ 
coni’s latest achievement is evidence 
that wireless telegraphy is about to 
become a fact and not a theory only.

HOARFROST. 


T h e F a b r i c O u t o f W h i c h TUI* F e a t h ­ 
e r y W h i t e n e d * I* U n l i t . 
Commonly hoarfrost is described r.s 
boing frozen moisture, Lilt this is not 
an adequate description of an agent 
that has tin* power of adorning in a 
few hours snob pix san* objects as gate­ 
posts and dustbins with all the trap­ 
pings of fairyland. 
Moisture is indeed 
tin' fabric out of which all this feath­ 
ery whiteness is built up; but, although 
it seems Hornet duos as if it is disturbed 
in a very eaprieious manner, there are 
nevertheless certain definite circum­ 
stances which cause the hoarfrost to 
settle down on some surfaces rather 
than others. 
On any cold and frosty 
morning it will usually bo found that 
those surfaces that are the best radi­ 
ators of heat are also those that are 
the most successful in collecting hoar­ 
frost. 
It Is not always realized, how­ 
ever. that all objects are continually 
radiating heat, so that, no matter how 
much they may receive from Hie sun, 
they ore constantly trying to got rid 
of it. 
A fern leaf or a stone may perhaps 
receive generous supplies of heat dur­ 
ing the day, hut as soon as night collies 
It hurries to spend or radiate it, and 
the object that is quickest at this work 
will soon become covered in hoarfrost. 
Every one lias observed how tin* mois­ 
ture from the air will settle on the out­ 
side of a glass of cold water brought 
I suddenly into a warm room. 
A sim- 
1 liar process takes place in the open 
air, so that as the currents of moist air 
travel across surfaces that are very 
cold they pay tribute in drops of va­ 
por, which in warm weather take the 
form of dew and in cold of hoarfrost. 
Moisture therefore plays a very impor­ 
tant part in the development of these 
hoarfrost pictures. But there must not 
be too much of iL 
Some of the most 
delicate designs occur during the prev­ 
alence of mist aud haze, and in towns 
especially it is no uncommon tiling for 
a choking brumous fog to be in some 
degree compensated for by a subse­ 
quent display of copious hoarfrost.— 
Knowledge.

his efforts. Ile worked night and day 
to Improve hi# methods and increase 
his records. B y establishing communi­ 
cation between enpjtlwi balloons and 
perfecting the experiments w ith pole 
stations Marconi startled the English 
scientists. To test him a Dublin news­ 
paper engaged him to report the Kings 
ton yacht races. He was successful 
and soon afterw ard was at work in the 
English channel, the result of which 
wus the establishm ent of wireless com­ 
munication between Dovqf aud Bou­ 
logne. 
While In England one of his notable | 
achievements was keeping the Prince I 
of Wales, who was on the royal yacht ! 
Osborne, in touch with Queen Vlcto 
rla’s household In her last illness. Meg 
sage ofter message was exchanged 
Marconi finally won the great triumph 
of directing the English fleet in its ma 
neuvers, sending messages more than 
eighty miles from one ship to another 
and KIU miles through two ship sta­ 
tions. 
English confidence was then 
thoroughly established aud the system 
adopted by the British navy. 
The dream s of Marconi began to ho 
realized when in March, 1899, he re- ’ 
ceived official permission from the 
French authorities for an experiment ; 
between Dover and Calais. 
By this 
time his success iii sending wireless | 
messages over long distances, in some- I 
instances thirty-tw o railes, attracted I 
the attention of Emperor William of 
Germany, who Instructed experts to 
experim ent with the wireless system 
for the benefit of the German army 
and navy. It is said that nearly every 
experim ent made was a success. 
Marconi finally decided to come here 
and show us bls wonders. After dem­ 
onstrating the usefulness of the system 
and reporting the International yacht 
races he established a wireless station 
on Nantucket South Shoals lightship, 
forty-two miles offshore, and another 
at Siasconset^ island of Nantucket. A 
set of instrum ents had been placed on 
the steam ship Lucania, bound for this 
port, ant. messages were exchanged 
which told the whereabouts of the Lu­ 
cania twelve hours earlier than would 
otherwise have been known. More am ­ 
bitious experiments followed, and Mar­ 
coni’s latest achievement Is evidence 
th at wireless telegraphy is about to 
become a fact and uot a theory only.

One of the most expensive restau­ 
rants in New York is conducted, so far 
as its observing patrons can tell, on a 
unique system of tips. T he head w alt­ 
er of the room devoted to the use of 
the men guests m akes it a point to be­ 
come acquainted with them, find out 
their names and becomes genial in the 
Half respectful, half presuming way 
that so frequently passes for good na­ 
ture among employees of the kind in 
this country. 
Naturally he receives 
liberal fees from bis clientele, which Is 
made up of rich men able to pay high 
prices for the extra service they re­ 
ceive. 
When there is no financial response 
of this kind to tho w aiter’s advances, 
his cordiality diminishes. 
The waiters 
under him do, with unusual willing­ 
ness, the head w aiter’s bidding. 
They 
are evidently Indifferent as to their 
own success in the m atter of foes. 
It 
is only the good will of the head waiter 
that appears to be the goal of all their 
efforts. 
Such unselfishness astonishes regular 
patrons of the restaurant, and one in 
particular undertook to discover the 
reason of this attitude of the waiters 
toward their chief. 
Ile learned after 
awhile that the tips the head waiter 
received were largo enough to enable 
him to give the w aiters a part of his 
earnings for attending with particular 
care to his patrons, who, as a rule, con­ 
fine their contributions to the head 
waiter. 
Tho guests who fail to take 
advantage of the head w aiter’s over­ 
tures to friendliness are not likely to 
fare well in that restaurant, wht re the 
waiters, certain of a fee from the man 
over them, are indifferent to the guests 
not included among the list of bls pa 
irons.—New York Sun.

W hen a switch is turned, the electric 
current passes through the blanket, 
and the latter is boated to a certaiu 
temperature. The bather, who is placed 
in a lying position, is wrapped also in 
flannel blankets. 
Profuse perspiration 
results from the high temperature.

CLINGS TO OPINION

DR. R. J. M A R S H A L L T A L K S C O N ­ 
C E R N IN G N E W O R D IN A N C E . 


Declares That He Wants to See Saloon 
Men Fairly Treated — Com­ 
ment Aroused. 


The effort of Dr. R. J. M arshall to 


introduce a new saloon ordinance in 
the city council has occasioned con­ 
siderable com ment. 
W hile opinion as 
to the feasibility of 
the 
proposed 
m easure is quite equally divided, there 
are a num ber of prom inent and influ­ 
ential business men who express a de­ 
sire to see it given a trial, a t least. 
One feature th a t seems to im press 
a num ber of people th a t the ordinance 
cannot be carried through is th at the 
proposed 
com m ittee of saloon 
and 
anti saloon m en are not likely to agree 
on its provisions. 
Dr.' M arshall is confident th a t 
no 
trouble need be experienced in reach­ 
ing a satisfactory agreem ent. He says 
th a t th e saloon business is legitim ate 
and m u st be regarded as such, and 
for this reason he contends th a t it 
would be unjust for those of th e com ­ 
m ittee to act in conjunction with the 
liquor d ealers’ representatives to a t­ 
tem pt to enforce legislation th at would 
grind down the saloon business. 
“F airness on both sides is an abso­ 
lute requisite," said Dr. Marshall to­ 
day in discussing th e m atter. 
“ Liquor 
dealers who believe in law’ and order 
are willing to conduct th eir 
places 
in a respectable m an n er and 
there 
are m any of this class of men in the 
saloon business 
In 
E ast Liverpool. 
Even the tem perance leaders 
m ust 
recognize 
th e fact th at saloon keep­ 
ers have just as m any rights as other 
business men anti it would, therefore. 
be folly to try to injure their busi­ 
ness."

ed to considerable danger, but if his 
work is not carried out during th** 
progress of hostilities in all probability 
it cannot bo accomplished afterw ard, 
for, although the royal arm y medical 
corps Is allowed to proceed to the res­ 
cue of the wounded men under the 
Red Cross, the m em bers of tile army 
veterinary departm ent are not perm it­ 
ted to attend to the Injured horses, be 
cause they are not under the protection 
of the Geneva convention, which makes 
no provision w hatsoever for wounded 
animals. 
At the conclusion of Hic battle, if it 
has been decisive and one or other of 
the com batant arm ies lias been driven 
from the field, a party of veterinary 
surgeons, with their assistants, Is sent 
out to exam ine every anim al th at has 
fallen and to shoot Sd eh as are badly 
wounded. 
Those suffering from only 
slight injuries are collected and taken 
to the veterinary hospital lines, formed | 
as fixed cam ps and established on a 
sim ilar basis to those of the royal ar­ 
my medical corp s.

Commonly hoarfrost is described as 
being frozen moisture, but this is not 
nu adequate description of an agent 
that b ’s the power of adorning In a 
few hoers such presale objects as gate­ 
posts and dustbins with all the trap­ 
pings of fairyland. Moisture is indeed 
the ta brie out of which till this feath­ 
ery whiteness is built up; but, although 
it seems sometime® us if it is disturbed 
In a very capricious manner, there are 
nevertheless certain definite circum­ 
stances which cause the hoarfrost to 
settle down on some surfaces rather 
than others. 
On any cold and frosty 
morning it will usually be found that 
those surfaces that are the hest radi­ 
ators of heat are also those that are 
the most successful in collecting hoar­ 
frost. 
It is not always realised, how­ 
ever. that all objects are continually 
radiating heat, so that, no matter how 
pinch they may receive from the sun, 
they are constantly trying to get rid 
of it. 
A fern leaf or a stone may perhaps 
receive generous supplies of heat dur­ 
ing the day, but as soon as night < cines 
it hurries to spend or radiate it, and 
the object that is quickest at this work 
will soon become covered in hoarfrost. 
Every one hits observed how the mois­ 
ture from the air will settle on the out­ 
side of a glass of cold water brought 
suddenly into a warm room. 
A sim­ 
ilar process takes place in the open 
air, so that as the currents of moist air 
travel across surfaces that are very 
cold they pay tribute in drops of va­ 
por, which in warm weather take the 
form of dew and In cold of hoarfrost. 
Moisture therefore plays a very impor­ 
tant part in the development of these 
hoarfrost pictures. But there must not 
be too much of iL Some of tho most 
delicate designs occur during the prev­ 
alence of mist and haze, and in towns 
especially it is no uncommon thing for 
a choking brumous fog to be in some 
degree compensated for by a subse­ 
quent display of copious hoarfrost.— 
Know ledge.

When Marconi first began bls experi­ 
ments wit a wireless telegraphy, be 
was strong in the belief that the ulti­ 
mate result Would be the sending of 
messages across the wide Atlantic 
without the use of wires. 
That his 
faith was well founded was shown re- 
cently, when he flashed signals from 
St. John’s, N. F., to Cornw-21 England, 
a distance of 1,700 miles. 
achieve­ 
ment places him among the foremost 
Inventors of the world. 
The story of the struggle and tri­ 
umph of this young genius of Anglo- 
Italian parentage fills one of Hie bright­ 
est pages Iii the history of science. 
He was born at Marzzbotta, near Bo­ 
logna, of an Italian father and an 
English motlier in ts7.*» and displayed 
a taste for scientific subjects in his 
boyhood. 
The Inventor is a singularly modest 
chap, with prominent nose, high fore­ 
head and dreamy eyes—quite the typ­ 
ical 
inventor. 
His face frequently 
takes on the expression of a man who 
lins drifted into realms of profound 
thought. 
Marconi speaks both English and 
Italian with equal fluency and, while 
positive in his opinions about his great 
invention, is as modest as rent gen­ 
iuses generally are. He was educated 
at the famous University of Bologna, 
the oldest university In tho world, and 
It was at this institution, under tile 
tutelage of Professor A. Itighi, that lie 
conceived and gave shape to his system 
of wireless telegraphy. Ile carried out 
many experiments on his family estate 
near Bologna before discovering the 
Important fact that electric waves gen­ 
erated by a sparking apparatus of the 
kind used by the lamented German 
physicist Ilelnrleh Hertz would carry 
; to a long distance and were unaffected 
by Intervening hills and natural ol>- 
j Btu oles. That discovery was the great 
turning point in his life.

Ile worked night and day 
to Improve his methods and increase 
his records. B y establishing communi­ 
cation between captive balloons and 
perfecting the experiments with pole 
stations Marconi startled the English 
scientists. To test him a Dublin news 
paper engaged him to report the Kings 
ton yacht races. He was successful 
and soon afterward was at work iii the 
English channel, the result of which 
wus the establishment of wireless com­ 
munication between Dovqj urn! Bou­ 
logne. 
While in England one of bls notable 
achievements was keeping the Prince 
of Wales, who was on the royal yacht 
Osborne, In tench with Queen Virtu 
rln’s household in her last Illness. Mea 
sage after message was exchanged 
Marconi filially won the great triumph 
of directing the English fleet in its nm 
neuters, sending messages more than 
eighty miles from one ship to another 
and Rio miles through two ship sta­ 
tions. 
Engr h confidence was tie*;' 
thoroughly cst..bushed and the system 
adopted by the British navy. 
The dreams of Marconi began to ii * 
realized when In March, IS09. ho re­ 
ceived official permission from the 
French authorities for un experiment 
between Dover and Calais. 
By this 
time his success In sending whiles* 
message* over long distances, In soul.- 
tnatanees thirty-two miles, attracted 
the attend- a of Emperor William of 
Germany, who Instructed experts to 
experiment with tho wireless system 
for the benefit of the German army 
and navy. It is said that nearly every 
experiment made was a success. 
Marconi finally decided to come here 
aud show us bls wonders. After dem­ 
onstrating the usefulness of the system 
and reporting the International yacht 
races he established a wireless station 
on Nantucket South Shoals lightship, 
forty-two miles offshore, and another 
at Siasconset^ Island of Nantucket. A 
set of Instruments had been placed on 
the steamship Lucauia, bound for this 
port, bul messages were exchanged 
which told the whereabouts of the Lu- 
canla twelve hours earlier than would 
otherwise have been known. More am­ 
bitious experiments followed, and Mar­ 
coni’s latest achievement Is evidence 
that wireless telegraphy Is about to 
become a fact and not a theory only.
